here,” M arshall said. “ Every year at 
some point in time we get more (grain 
and soybeans) than the elevators can 
handle. 
“ In addition the big jumbo grain cars 
are being made up in 100-car trains and 
the bulk of these railroad-owned cars 
are being used in Illinois and western 
Indiana. 
“ Ohioans simply aren’t getting a fair 
shot at the cars,” he said. 
Pollution halt fought 


CIN CIN N A TI, Ohio (A P )— The 
Detroit Steel Corp. of Portsmouth, 
Ohio, is seeking a court order to 
prevent enforcement of an agreem ent 
calling for it to halt pollution of the Ohio 
River. 


The suit, filed Monday, is a class 
action on behalf of all m arried couples 
who must file joint returns. It asks that 
the state be forced to refund each 
couple the difference between their 
joint tax and the tax they would pay if 
each person filed separately. 


A spokesman for the Department ot 
Taxation confinned that this would 
total in the neighborhood of $90 million, 
about 25 per cent of total annual 
revenue from the tax. 


The Walkers also ask in their suit 
that a three-judge panel be convened as 
soon as possible to issue temporary and 
permanent 
injunctions 
against 
the 
state to keep it from collecting any 
more 
taxes 
under 
the 
challenged 
provisions. 
Taxation officials said that if a 
restraining order were issued they 
would have serious trouble complying 
without stopping income tax collections 
altogether. 
The problem is that without in­ 
dividual returns, which haven’t been 
filed yet, the state has no way of 
knowing which taxpayers plan to file 
joint returns and therefore could not 
stop withholding them unless it stopped 
withholding from everyone. 
“ We’d have to try to identify them, 
but you can see what our problems 
would be,” one official said. 
The reasons the state would lose so 
much under a separate filing system is 
that a couple’s total income puts them 
in a higher tax bracket where the 
state’s graduated income tax takes a 
larger chunk of it. 
The federal tax is graduated too, but 
the federal tax system provides a 
separate table for couples who file 
jointly so that they pay less in most 
cases than they would if they filed 
separately. 
The G eneral A ssem bly did not 
consider such a separate table when it 
passed the state tax in 1971. Such a 
table, one official said, could cut the 
state’s losses to $20 million or $30, 
million under a 
system 
in which' 
couples had a choice of joint or 
separate returns.

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Russian 
moon rover 
at work 
MOSCOW (AP) — An unmanned 
Soviet spaceship m ade a soft landing 
on the moon today and put out a 1,848- 
pound moon rover that sent television 
pictures back to the earth, Tass an­ 
nounced. 
The Soviet news agency said the 
spaceship, Luna 21, landed on the 
eastern fringe of the Sea of Serenity, 
inside the Lemognier Crater, at 1:35 
a m., or 5:35 p.m. EST Monday. 
The self-propelled Lunokhod 2 rolled 
down the gangway to the lunar surface 
at 4:14 a.m ., T ass reported. Lunokhod 2 
moved about, its running gear and 
control system s were checked by the 
ground crew, and “ television pictures 
of the landing stage and the lunar land­ 
scape were received,” T ass said. 
Lunokhod 2 will continue the work of 
Lunokhod I, a 1,663-pound moon 
vehicle that spent IO months exploring 
the lunar surface in 1970-71, T ass said. 
Like Lunokhod I, Lunokhod 2 had 
aboard a French “ corner reflector” 
supplied under the Soviet-French 
agreem ent on cooperation in ex ­ 
ploration in outer space. The an­ 
nouncement said this would continue 
experiments 
in 
fixing 
the 
moon’s 
location more accurately by laser 
readings. 
Tass said Lunokhod 2 will remain 
stationary until Thursday, recharging 
its chemical power supply with the help 
of a solar battery. Then it will go ahead 
with its program. 


Government 
pushes more 
use of coal 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Nixon 
adm inistration is con siderin g en­ 
couraging the states to ease their 
application of some secondary an­ 
tipollution standards in a move to 
promote greater use of coal to meet the 
country’s energy needs. 
Coal has received new attention from 
the administration because of delays 
and lagging production of other energy 
sources. 
The 
O ffice 
of 
E m ergen cy 
Preparedness has released a study 
concluding that “ selective and tem­ 
porary relaxation’’ of secondary an­ 
tipollution standards would 
permit 
substantial substitution of coal for 
petroleum. 
Elm er Bennett, an assistant director 
of the OEP, said that while states may 
be encouraged to slow 
down 
ap­ 
plication of more stringent secondary 
standards aimed at preventing en­ 
vironmental harm, he doubts the ad­ 
ministration will ask Congress to roll 
back existing clean-air standards. 
He said in an interview Monday that 
coal would still be largely unwelcome 
in areas struggling to meet the national 
“ p rim ary sta n d a rd s’ ’ adopted to 
protect human health. 
In recent years, the coal industry—- 
once the giant of American energy— 
has been eclipsed by oil, natural gas, 
the promise of atomic energy, and the 
restrictions of antipollution standards. 
But then it began to appear that 
development of atomic energy was 
behind schedule, new oil sources would 
be delayed, and gas discoveries were 
lagging. Coal began to achieve a

from

ministration. 
The problems of coal are partly 
economic: environmentally acceptable 
low-sulfur coal located in the West is 
most needed in the E ast, but tran­ 
sportation costs are high. 
All these facto rs have stirred 
speculation that Nixon might seek to 
encourage greater use of coal as a 
substitute for petroleum, and to ease 
the transportation costs that keep 
Western coal from Eastern markets.

cam p after a close shave in an effort to 
bug the headquarters of Sen. George 
McGovern. 
Thomas Gregory resum ed testifying 
Monday after a four-day pause during 
which four more defendants pleaded 
guilty. The plea changes m ake it 
unlikely that the trial will produce the 
full story behind the break-in and 
bugging 
of 
D em ocratic 
party 
headquarters last summer. 
Seven men were charged in con­ 
nection with the break-in but only two 
remain on trial: G. Gordon Liddy, 
former counsel to President Nixon’s 
campaign 
finance 
committee, 
and 
Jam es W. McCord Jr., security chief 
for the Nixon cam paign. 
On Monday, the sixth day of the trial, 
U.S. Dist. Court Judge John J. Sirica 
accepted the guilty pleas of four Miami 
men after questioning them at length 
and saying at one point to 
their 
unrevealing answers: “ I’m sorry. I 
don’t believe you.” 
The judge refused to declare a 
m istrial, requested by attorneys for 
Liddy and McCord. 
Charges against the seven include 
con spiracy, b u rglary and illegal 
wiretapping. 
Sirica set bond at $100,000 for each of 
the four. Their lawyers said later they 
could not raise it and would stay in jail 
while awaiting sentencing. 
The sam e bond had been set for 
former White House consultant E. 
Howard Hunt Jr., who pleaded guilty 


last Wednesday, but he posted it the 
sam e day. 
Gregory testified last Thursday that 
he had been recruited by Hunt to in­ 
filtrate the presidential cam paigns of 
M cGovern and Sen. 
Edm und S. 
Muskie. 
As he resumed his testimony Mon­ 
day, Gregory said Hunt introduced him 
to McCord in mid-May 1972. He said 
McCord expressed interest in planting 
electronic listening devices in the of­ 
fices of McGovern campaign officials. 
On

to 
McGovern 
head­ 
quarters, Gregory said, McCord went 
through the building observing the 
b u rglary-alarm 
system 
and 
the 
location of exits. He said he later was 
introduced lo Liddy, who went along on 
a nighttime reconnaissance of the area 
around McGovern headquarters. 
Gregory said he refused to provide 
keys to the building, but agreed to go to 
the McGovern headquarters on Sun­ 
day, May 28, stay late enough to be the 
last one out and leave some locks open. 
But, he said, he was discovered by 
another 
m an 
w orking 
at 
the 
headquarters who wanted to know why 
Gregory was there. 
At this, Gregory said, he left and 
called to warn Hunt, and the bugging 
operation was called off. 
Gregory said he had a final meeting 
June 15 to tell Hunt he wanted out of the 
operation. He said he had been paid a 
total of $3,400 by Hunt for his work. 
All this time, Gregory said, he was 
getting academ ic credit from Brigham 
Young University for working in a 
political campaign.

FA IRFIELD , Calif. (AP) - The jury 
in the Juan Corona m ass murder trial 
has reported an 8-4 deadlock, but the 
panel has been ordered to continue 
trying to reach a verdict. 
Judge Richard E. Patton instructed 
the jurors on Monday not to reveal 
whether the majority favors conviction 
or acquittal for Corona, who is charged 
with the slayings of 25 men. 
After 28 hours of jury deliberations in 
four days, jury forem an E rn est 
Phillips told the court, “ We have 
reached what appears to be an im­ 
passe. We cannot decide one way or the 
other about the guilt or innocence.” 
Patton ordered the jurors in the 14- 
week trial to continue their efforts and 
not to report back before noon today. 
Corona, 38, was expressionless as the 
announcem ent 
w as 
m ade 
in 
a 
makeshift courtroom 
at 
the state 
medical facility in Vacaville, where he 
has been recuperating from heart 
trouble since Friday night. Because he 
was considered too ill to be moved to 
the Fairfield courtroom, the judge 
ordered the jury bused eight miles to 
the Vacaville facility to make the 
announcement. It was the first the jury 
knew of Corona’s illness. 
Corona, a Mexican citizen and a farm 
labor contractor, 
is charged with 
m urdering 25 farm w orkers and 
drifters whose hacked and stabbed 
bodies were unearthed in a peach or­ 
chard north of Yuba City in the spring 
of 1971. It is the largest single m ass 
murder charge in U. S. history.

to 
“ sacrifice your honest convictions’’ 
simply because they m ay be opposed to 
the majority. Do not violate your in­ 
dividual judgment.”

SAIGON (AP) — A cease-fire will be 
declared by the United States and 
South Vietnam on the eve of President 
Nixon’s inauguration Saturday to pave 
the way toward signing of a peace 
agreement to end the Indochina war, 
South Vietnamese sources said tonight. 
Nixon was said to have advised 
President Nguyen Van Thieu that an 
international agreem en t h as been 
reached to preclude further hostilities 
by North Vietnam, and to have told 
Thieu to "trust in m e.” 
The unilateral cease-fire would be 
designed to set the stage for an ex­ 
change of prisoners and for the signing 
by the foreign ministers of the United 
States, North Vietnam, South Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong of the peace set­ 
tlement 
drafted 
at 
Paris, 
the in­ 
formants said. 
There w as no clear understanding of 
whether Hanoi and the Viet Cong had 
agreed to the allied cease-fire. How­ 
ever, the sources, who have had access 
to discussions by Thieu and other top­ 
level South Vietnamese leaders of the 
latest draft proposal, said concessions 
had been made by both sides on 
essential issues blocking the peace 
treaty. 
These 
reports 
cam e 
after 
Gen. 
Alexander M. Haig Jr. conferred for 
2*2 hours with Thieu on the draft 
proposal worked out by Henry A. 
Kissinger and Hanoi’s Le Due Tho in 
Paris. 
Official sources said North Vietnam 
and the United States had agreed on the 
size of an 
international 
force 
to 
supervise the cease-fire. South Vietna­ 
mese sources said the new draft still 
left 
unresolved such 
basic 
Saigon 
demands as the withdrawal of all North 
Vietnamese troops from South Viet­ 
nam 
and 
restoration 
of 
the 
de­ 
militarized zone between the North and 
South. But progress toward agreement 
was reported on those also. 
The U.S. Em bassy indicated there 
would be further meetings between 
Haig and Thieu and said the schedule of 
President Nixon’s special em issary 
was “ open-ended.” 
There were unconfirmed 
reports 
from Vietnamese sources that Haig 
brought a personal letter from Nixon to 
Thieu. But political sources in Saigon 
and Washington indicated that the halt 
in all attacks on North Vietnam which 
began Monday was not only a sign of 
good faith to Hanoi but also a m essage 
to Thieu that Nixon considers a just 
agreement is within grasp and he is 
determined to conclude it. 
Nixon ordered all offensive military 
operations across the entire territory of 
North Vietnam halted Monday night, 
citing progress in the negotiations 
between Kissinger and Tho last week. 
Nixon’s action, which the Florida 
White House termed a 
“ unilateral 
gesture,” gave momentum to new 
peace hopes and cam e am id a host of 
reports that an agreement to end the 
war would be signed soon. 
The White House refused to discuss 
the reports of an agreem ent, saying 
instead 
that 
“ negotiations 
are 
in 
progress” and Kissinger would return 
to P aris “ in the relatively near future.” 
South Vietnamese sources said that 
among the provisions of the revised 
draft proposal being scrutinized by 
Thieu and Haig is one calling for an 
international force of about 3,000 men 
to supervise a cease-fire. 
Hanoi, according to Kissinger, was 
demanding a force of only 250 men 
when the negotiations broke off Dec. 13, 
while the United States wanted up to 
5,000. Thieu was seeking even more. 


Some sources in Washington .said 
that other than the sovereignty and 
cease-fire supervision provisions, the 
new draft agreement cont ains the basic 
provisions worked out by Kissinger and 
Tho in October.

Sharp fights

SAIGON (AP) — Sharp lighting was 
reported today in contested areas at 
both ends of South Vietnam as Saigon’s 
forces and the Communists battled to 
gain or hold territory in advance of a 
cease-fire. 
U.S. air support for South Viet­ 
n am ese ground forces continued 
following President N ixon’s order 
suspending all bombing and other 
offensive operations 
against 
North 
Vietnamese territory. 
U. S. planes also continued combat 
operations in Laos and Cambodia, the 
U.S. Command said. 
South 
V ietnam ese 
m ilitary 
spokesmen reported a slight increase 
in Communist attacks in the 24 hours 
ending at 6 a m. but there was also a 
significant quickening of activity on the 
part of Saigo n ’s fo rces, m ilitary 
sources said. 
The heaviest engagements reported 
by spokesmen were in the Que Son 
Valley southwest of Da Nang, where 35 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
claimed to have been killed, and on the 
eastern edge of the Mekong Delta’s U 
Minh Forest. Government forces there 
lost 19 killed and 35 wounded while at 
least 52 enemy troops were slain, a 
military communique said. 
Both of these areas have been the 
scene of increasing activity in the past 
week as the South Vietnamese tried to 
regain some of the territory that was 
lost or remains contested from the 
Communists’ 1972 offensive. 
Fighting also continued in Quang Tri 
province just below the demilitarized 
zone, where delayed field reports said 
South Vietnamese m arines trying to 
secure ground north of the Thach Han 
River were driven back by an attack 
Sunday. There was no report on casu­ 
alties in the action. 
Military sources said som e of the 
fighting 
also 
resulted 
from 
South 
Vietnamese spoiling operations aimed 
at preventing the Communists from 
scoring gains before a cease-fire. 
In one m ajor South Vietnamese army 
push in the Saigon River corridor 35 to 
40 miles northwest of Saigon, ground 
contact was reported at a slow pace 
with only scattered casualties on each 
side. The U.S. Command reported an 
Army AHI Cobra helicopter gunship 
shot down by Communist fire while 
flying in support of that operation but 
both crewmen escaped with minor 
wounds.

House panel studies Gilligan tax sharing plan

House Finance Committee today began 
looking at Gov. John Gilligan’s $92.3 
million 
fed eral 
revenue 
sh arin g 
proposal. 
The Ohio Suprem e Court, m ean­ 
while, during a skeleton House session 
Monday, put a second version of its 
rules for criminal procedure before the 
General Assembly. 
The Gilligan administration proposes 
to use the state’s initial allocation of 
federal revenue sharing funds for a 
wide range of capital improvements, 
which Gilligan said would preclude the 


need 
for 
a 
separate 
capital 
im­ 
provements bill until 1975. 
But the administration proposes to 
use $3.8 million of the federal funds for 
a one-year pilot project of state sub­ 
sidies up to 50 per cent ot bus and 
transit fares for an estimated IO million 
elderly and handicapped riders each 
year in Ohio’s big cities. 
Transportation Director J. Phillip 
R ichley, whose departm en t would 
implement the plan, said it may be 
unique among state governments, and 
could serve a dual purpose of helping 
d isad v an taged 
citizen s 
and 


establishing a concept of state aid for 
Ohio’s ailing m ass transit system s. He 
said so far, the state has not provided 
the system s “ with a dim e.” 
He said the department has figured 
that Ohioans who rely on m ass transit 
“ as 
their 
only 
m eans 
of 
tran­ 
sportation” might qualify for special 
cards or certificates for the purchase of 
reduced rate cards or coupons. The 
transit system s would be reim bursed 
by the state. 
Details remain to be worked out, but 
Richley said the departm ent would 
establish eligibility for the subsidies. 


The p asse n g e rs couldn t travel 
outside their cities, but could use the 
subsidy for travel of “ any purpose,” 
Richley said. Although the director 
said he knows of no other state which 
has such a plan, the idea is being tried 
in Cincinnati and possibly in some 
other cities. 
The Supreme Court’s proposed new 
rules of criminal procedure went into 
the House, the sam e place where they 
obtained their first setback last year. 
The Senate later followed through with 
a sim ilar objection. 
At the time, the legislature was irked 


with the court for knocking two of its 
proposed constitutional amendments 
off the May, 1972, ballot. The court 
said, among other things, they were 
poorly drafted. 
The legislature w as also under heavy 
lobbying from bail bondsmen, who 
objected to relaxed provisions for 
letting defendants out of jail on their 
own recognizance. 
Under the latest version, the court 
modified its stand somewhat upon bail. 
It still allows a judge to decide whether

Congressional budget agency 
would ride herd on Nixon 


The City Board of Education ap­ 
proved the adm inistration’s second and 
final draft of appropriations, totaling 
$1,892,784.23 for 1973 at its regular 
meeting Monday night. 
Board m em bers tabled a SMrper cent 
pay increase in the salaries of the 
su p erin ten d en t, senior and junior 
principals and the elem entary coor­ 
dinator, tabled action on the establish­ 
ment of a personal leave policy, em ­ 
ployed 
substitute 
teachers 
and 
a 
substitute custodian in addition to 
several other routine m atters at the 
meeting 
Superintendent Edwin M. Nestor, in 
presenting the second appropriations 
draft, said expenditures during 1972 
were limited the last three months in 
order to carry over a large enough 
balance to ease a projected deficit. He 
also said that some budgetary item s 
were slashed and others deleted in 
order to m ake projected 1973 ex­ 
penditures balance with anticipated 
revenue. 
Nestor told the board the second 
draft 
was 
necessary 
because 
the 
state’s determ ination of foundation 
paym ents for 1973 to the City School 
District included about $5,000 m ore in 
state aid this year than was originally 
calculated by his office.

Judge orders defendant 
to aid sickle cell fight 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) - A judge has 
given 
a 
black 
m an 
convicted 
of 
assaulting a policeman a choice of 
going to jail or recruiting blacks to be 
tested for sickle cell anem ia. 
“ I helped you, now it’s your turn to 
help your people,” Crim inal Court 
Judge Alfonso Sepe told Joe Louis 
Wilcox on Monday. 
“ You will recruit black m arried 
couples to be tested for sickle cell 
anemia. I want you to recruit them by 
the hundreds to determ ine if they are 
carriers of thb discase.” 1 ' ' “ * 
Wilcox, 40, had pleaded guilty to 
resistirtg arrest and assaulting Miami 
officer Antonio Prieto while Prieto was 
trying to arrest Wilcox for disorderly 
conduct. 
The 
c h a rg e 
c a rrie s 
a 
m axim um prison term of five years. 
The 6-foot-2, 295-pounder bowed his 
head after he adm itted the felony, then 
begged Sepe for m ercy. Both Prieto 
and the p ro se cu to r reco m m en d ed 
probation for Wilcox. 
Announcing his decision, Sepe placed 
Wilcox on probation for two years and 
then appended the requirem ent that 
Wilcox aid in the search for young 
blacks who have sickle cell anem ia. 
If Wilcox fails to carry out the 
mission, he can expect to go to jail, 
Sepe cautioned. 
Sickle cell anem ia is a hereditary 
blood disease present in about one out 
of every 500 newborn blacks. Doctors 
estim ate as many as one in IO blacks 
suffer from the m alady. 


The disease causes an abnorm al 
formation of blood protein in body 
cells. Under emotional stress, cells 
then form irregular, elongated shapes 
which clog sm all vessels, form blood 
clots and deprive vital body organs of 
blood and oxygen. There is no known 
cure for the disease, often fatal. 
Sepe has m ade it a practice of 
requiring defendants to perform a 
community service as part of their 
probation “ because it’s not only con­ 
structive for the individual, it’s con­ 
structive for society. 
“It also m akes these people realize 
how lucky they are when they see the 
tragedies in the life around them .”

G ray's wise liaison step 


L. Patrick Gray, acting director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
has acted wisely in resum ing 
systematic FBI intelligence liaison 
with a number of key federal 
agencies 
In government as much as in any­ 
thing it is important that the left 
hand know what the right is doing. 
This process of sharing knowledge 
must have been impaired to a 
significant degree when the FBI’s 
liaison section was abolished in 1970 
by J. Edgar Hoover. 
The damage done by that action 
will be immediately remedied with 
the re establishm ent of liaison. 
Some time will be required, no 
doubt, to build up mutual trust 
between the FBI on the one hand and 
the agencies with which liaison will 
be maintained: the departments of 


State, Defense. Treasury and Trans­ 
portation; the Central Intelligence 
Agency, the Atomic Energy Com­ 
m ission, the N ational Security 
Agency and the Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs. 
The bridge must be built from 
both sides, of course. Success 
depends particularly, however, on 
the attitude of the FBI director, if 
only because it was the FBI that 
broke off the relationship a couple of 
years ago. 
Hoover regarded some officials in 
Washington with a jaundiced and 
suspicious eye, and feuded from 
time to time with not a few of them. 
He also had an overly high estimate 
of the FBI’s importance in the 
Washington Scheme of things, and in 
his latter years seemed more and 
m ore jealous of the agency’s 


p rerogatives. 
R eportedly 
he 
abolished the liaison section because 
he took offense when the CIA balked 
at sharing an intelligence source 
with the FBI. 


We recall Hoover’s well known 
mind set and conduct not to demean 
a man who was a devoted public 
servant for four decades, but to 
underscore a point. It is that a 
precondition 
for 
effective 
in­ 
telligence liaison is a willingness by 
all concerned to give a little. 


There must be recognition of the 
need for compromise, on occasion, 
to advance the common interest. By 
reconstituting the F B I’s liaison 
section Gray appears to have ac­ 
cepted that principle. It is good a 
step.

Mexico fights population explosion

MEXICO CITY — Beneath the solid 
economic progress the neighbor to the 
south of the United States has made in 
recent decades is a time bomb ticking 
inexorably on. 
The net population increase of 3.3 per 
cent, one of the highest in the world, 
means a doubling every 20 years, with 
a projected total of 130 million by the 
end of the century. 
The 
present 
population is about 54 million. 


Evidence of the threat of this ex­ 
plosion was a recent statement signed 
by 80 Roman Catholic bishops which, in 
effect, supported the governm ent 
program of birth control. 
That 
program is an emergency drive to try 
to get the rate of increase down as 
rapidly as possible. 
Beginning with the first of the year 
the government opened 
18 family 
planning clinics, IO in Mexico City. 
Personnel to staff them have been 
training 
for 
m any 
m onths. 
In­ 
ternational Planned Parenthood has 52 
clinics in operation. 


A program much wider in scope is 
being initiated by the Mexican Social 
Security agency. Hospitals all over the 
country are introducing family plan­ 
ning and providing varied means of 
birth control free of charge. The hope is 
that a nationwide system will quickly 
take hold. 


THE STATEMENT by the Catholic 
bishops was cautiously phrased to 
avoid any seeming conflict with Pope 
Paul’s encyclical of 1968. Humanae 
Vitae (of human life), reiterating the 
Church's opposition to any form of 


artificial contraception. The bishops 
called their message a “new pastoral 
orientation’’ to Humanae Vitae. 
While 
repeating 
the 
C hurch’s 
position that only the rhythm method of 
birth control is sanctioned, they ex­ 
pressed their support for “ the role of 
authorities 
. . to invite responsibility, 
information and facilitate access to 
medical services" for family planning. 
Humanae Vitae has been one of the 
most controversial of the many en­ 
cyclicals promulgated by the present 
Pope. Strong opposition has come from 
liberal hierarchies in The Netherlands 
and elsewhere. The Mexican bishops 
noted that many families have children 
without being able to provide them with 
food, housing, clothing, health, love, 
understanding or education. 
The present policy of the Mexican 
government on family planning is a 
radical departure. As recently as last 
March the official position was that 
Mexico needed all the increase to 
carry out the goals of social and 
economic revolution. Then abruptly 
President Luis Echeverria Alvarez 
said this has been a mistake and it was 
essential to try to stop the flood of new 
births by direct government inter­ 
vention. 
One reason was the concern of the 
labor unions over the rapid rise in 
unemployment. W’ith surplus labor 
flooding into the market, much of it 
unskilled and with little education, the 
wage level is increasingly depressed 
except for the small, highly skilled 
trades in their own tightly held unions. 


THE PEOPLE explosion in Mexico is 


universal throughout Latin America. A 
tidal wave of births is erasing social 
and economic progress in virtually 
every Country. The over-all rate of 
increase for Central America is 3.2 per 
cent, 
higher than 
in most 
Asian 
nations. The rate is 3.4 per cent a year 
for the Dominican Republic, Colombia, 
Ecuador, Venezuela and Paraguay. 
Adding to the problem is the ap­ 
palling incidence of illegal abortion. 
One estim ate by demographers is that 
in all of Latin America there are ll 
million illegal abortions annually. With 
the complications that follow from 
crude and unsterile procedures, the 
drain on remedial drugs and blood 
plasma takes a heavy toll on supplies 
scarce to begin with. Hospital beds are 
also in short supply as one consequence 
of 
the 
illegal 
abortion 
mills. 
In 
Uruguay 80 per cent of all pregnancies 
end in abortion. 
The danger signal has been flashing 
with increasing intensity as it is 
realized that the people explosion can 
mean a breakdown of 
the social 
structure, if not revolution. The goal of 
Planned 
Parenthood 
is 
a 
net 
reproduction rate of one. But even after 
that is achieved, it takes about 60 years 
before the population actually ceases to 
grow. 


This means a country’s total popul­ 
ation could add 50 to 80 per cent during 
the 60-year period. For Mexico it 
means IOO million people by the year 
2000 under any circumstance. And if 
the flood is not quickly checked the 
projections are so staggering as hardly 
to bear thinking about.

SEN. McGo v e r n , alas, did not 
seem to appreciate the ritualized 
dignity of losing. The votes were hardly 
counted before the senator told an 
interviewer that while maybe he had 
made a few little mistakes here and 
there, he could not tell a lie: Tom 
Eagleton 
killed him. 
And George 
Meany. And the press. I lost interest 
about that point and never did learn 
whether he got around to blaming the 
electorate, which actually did the job. 
Once their leader had hit the kvetch 
button, you could hardly blame the 
McGovern staffers from picking up the 
theme. Pierre Salinger, for example, 
managed to slip into Life just as they 
were wrapping the magazine in its 
shroud.

(What neither he nor 
McGovern may know is that the North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong repre­ 
sentatives in Paris apparently decided 
the senator’s presidential candidacy 
was not “serious” upon meeting his 
special “negotiator,” Salinger!) 
But these efforts, including the wild

of 
the 
Village 
Voice, 
a 
Greenwich Village weekly newspaper, 
pale into insignificance when com­ 
pared to a recent contribution to 
Newsweek by Richard Dougherty, who 
was M cG overn’s press secretary 
during the campaign. The nub of 
Dougherty’s thesis is that the press 
killed McGovern by engaging in honest 
reporting! He called for “a healthy 
injection of advocacy reporting into the 
coverage of presidential cam paigns.” 
No, I’m not kidding — that’s what the 
man said. Let us look at his prize 
example of where the press went off the 
rails, the Eagleton affair. It’s rather 
tasteless, but here is Dougherty’s 
version: “Then one day who should 
come skipping up to McGovern’s cabin 
door but (Eagleton) with an amusing 
little story of how he had gone off his 
rocker two or three times over the last 
IO years.”

Hudson Canyon studied 


as pollution carrier 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The Hudson 
Canyon, gashing the continental shelf 
margin southeast of New York City, is 
b'ing considered as a 
means of 
carrying pollutants into the ocean 
depths. New Jersey is reported here to 
be studying such plans. 
Before that is done, says a scientific 
team led by Dr. George H. Keller of the 
National Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration, more should be known 
about the dynamic processes in the 
canyon itself. 
The team’s studies, conducted from 
a small research submarine, have 
shown that 
pollutants 
dumped in 
shallow wafer are being carried 
already into the canyon by currents of 
more than half a mile an hour. The 
canyon is like an extension of the 
Hudson River valley into the ocean 
depths. 
They have discovered also in the 
course of 15 dives last year that there is 
a commercially significant deep water 
crab and fish population in some of the 
area.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Acting 
State Eire Marshal David Lucht says 
Ohio’s new fire code governing alarms 
in fam ily residences and w ater 
sprinkling systems in nursing homes 
should become law in March. 
Lucht made the statement following 
a hearing Monday on the new fire code. 
Tile code was ordered by the 109th Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 
Two sections of the code dealing with 
fire alarm s in one, two and three- 
family residences and autom atic 
sprinkler systems in nursing homes 
drew the most attention from the wit­ 
nesses. More than 200 persons attended 
the half-day hearing. 
The code proposes that “an approved 
detector shall be installed in the im­ 
mediate vicinity, but outside of, all 
sleeping rooms” in family dwellings. It 
further proposes that the detector be 
sensitive to any products of com­ 
bustion, except heat. 
The regulation will apply to all new 
dwellings after the code takes effect. 


William Safreed of the Ohio Home 
Builders Association said that the 
provision should be deleted from the 
code. He said local building code en­ 
forcem ent agencies should decide 
whether they want it in local ordi­ 
nances. 
LL Edward LeBlanc of the Shaker 
Heights Fire D epartm ent said a 
detection system in the home is the 
“first line of defense” against a tragic 
fire. "It should be put into all buildings 
that people occupy,” he added. 
Lucht said he favors smoke-detection 
devices rather than heat-sensors for 
alerting a family to fire. 
The fire marshal said a smoke 
detector is “ five times more effective 
in saving life” and costs considerably 
less than a heat sensor. One smoke 
detector could be installed in a hallway 
outside of a bedroom, he said, but heat 
sensors would be needed in every room 
of the house to be effective. 
The new code also proposes in­ 
stallation of autom atic sprinkler 
systems in homes for the aged, nursing 
homes or rest homes, as well as 
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residences occupied persons 62 or 
older.

This provision of the code would 
become effective Jan. I, 1975.

Columbus heating and ventilating 
company, said the regulation should 
also include an early warning fire 
system that would alert residents of the 
building and the local fire department 
Pancost said the “ first concern” of 
the regulation should be the detection 
of fire.

The device docs nothing for persons 
whose deafness resulted from bone 
damage or changes to the hearing sys­ 
tem's structure, he said. But about five 
million Americans suffer from “nerve 
deafness.” he said, a condition caused 
by infection, drugs or prolonged ex­ 
posure to loud noise. 
Surgery and hearing aids offer little 
help to the nerve deafness sufferer, 
Jenkins-I.ee said, since the loss of 
hearing also affects the ability to 
distinguish between different types of 
sounds. 
A hearing aid will amplify the words 
“thick" and “sick," but it can’t help 
sort out the different sounds, he said. 
The treatment is given for an hour at 
a time, five days a week, for about a 
month, Jenkins-Lee said. Previous re­ 
searchers found that the improvement 
in hearing lasts about three or four 
months. 
“ If other researchers’ work is con­ 
firmed, we would then like to go on to 
determine the physiological basis of 
this improvement,” he said.

Doubt, uncertainty 
Phase 3 weapons? 
I 
Traffic Court

NEW YORK (AP) - What little is 
certain about Phase 3 of the Nixon 
economic policy is that a lot remains to 
be seen. It is even suggested that doubt 
and uncertainty a re am ong its 
weapons. 
We still have controls, no m atter how 
enthusiastically Phase 3 was welcomed 
as a major step toward free enterprise. 
Presumably, the same anti-inflation 
goals are sought too. These have not 
changed. 
What is different is that the mandate 
and the penalties may not be spelled 
out as sharply as in the previous 
phases, but the threat exists that if you 
want the spelling, just step out of line 
and you’ll get it letter by letter. 
There is even some question of 
whether this is really a phase in the 
same program or whether the program 
has been changed. The Nixon program 
was introduced, you will recall, to 
restrain rising prices. 
Much headway was made toward 
that goal. The inflation rate has been 
reduced from 5 to 6 per cent to 3 to 3.5 
percent a year, the lowest at this time 
among the w orld’s highly indus­ 
trialized nations. 
Still, the problem has not been 
overcome. In fact, just prior to the 
announcement that mandatory con-

trois were being lifted on wages and 
prices, the wholesale price index 
recorded in December its highest rise 
in 22 years. 
It is the timing, therefore, that 
provokes the doubts. 
M andatory 
controls were introduced to restrain 
inflation, but in the midst of one of the 
most alarming threats to price stability 
they are lifted — in the name of 
stability.

It is conditions such as these, among 
many others, that causes Henry C.

Whether Phase 3 is a continuation of 
restraint, as suggested by its name, or 
a return to a hands-off policy, is up to 
the President.

who has been 
Bonanza’s “ Little Joe” since the series 
began Sept. 12, 1959. 
At that time it was a shaky entry in a 
field of 32 Westerns then on the air.

Some of the stars in the Westerns 
went on to movies or new series in 
difference settings — Clint Eastwood of 
“ Rawhide,” Hugh O’Brien of “Wyatt 
Earp” and Gene Barry of “ Bat Mater- 
son.” 
But the original cast of “ Bonanza” 
remained in what proved to be a 
sturdy, 
close-knit 
sagebrush stock 
company that stayed intact until 1965, 
when Pernell Roberts quit the show. 
It was further reduced in mid-1972 
when Dan Blocker, the huge gentle 
man viewers knew as Hoss Cartwright, 
died and left Lome Greene and Landon 
as the last of the original Cartwrights. 
“ B onanza’’ rem ained a durable 
attraction on NBC throughout the 
years, doing battle against both bad 
men and good series on opposing 
networks. It became part of American 
television’s folklore.

Aboriginal land rights 


secured in Australia 


SYDNEY (AP) — The New South 
Wales state government had decided to 
set up an Aboriginal Lands Trust and 
give it freehold ownership of most of 
the state’s 6,000 acres of aboriginal 
reserves. 
Prem ier Sir Robert Askin said all 
nine m embers of the trust would be 
aborigines. He said the trust 
would 
have full power to acquire and dispose 
of land for the benefit of aborigines. 
Aborigines and supporting whites 
have been campaigning strongly in the 
last two years for such “land rights.” 
There are 30,000 aborigines in New 
South Wales and about 5,000 of them 
live on the reserves. These range from 
one to 1,300 acres and are scattered 
over the state. Living conditions on 
them range from floorless tin sheds 
down by the river to modern sewered 
cottages built by the state housing 
commission. 
The people might farm the reserves, 
graze cattle work in nearby towns, or 
live on social service benefits. One 
reserve beside a highway has a 
profitable 
souvenir 
shop 
with 
boomerangs and didgeridoos made on 
the premises.

Promising leukemia 
treatm ent under test

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Three 
medical researchers at Ohio State 
University believes that blood cells of 
leukemia patients can be taught to 
recognize and defeat the disease. 
Leukem ia — som etim es called 
cancer of the blood — is incurable at 
the present time. Sometimes it can be 
controlled. 
“ Laboratory tests have shown that a 
patient’s immunity to leukemia can be 
greatly increased by treatm ent with 
substances from the blood of persons 
who have had contacts with patients 
and resisted infection,” said Dr. 
Stanley P. Balcerzak. 
Dr. Balcerzak, head of the meatology 
division of the Ohio State University 
Department of Medicine, has been 
doing leukemia research with Dr. 
Albert F. Logublio and Dr. Earl N. 
Metz. 
“If we’re right,” said Dr. Balcerzak, 
“ it 
would 
be 
a 
very 
promising 
development.” 
Leukemia victims have too many 
white blood cells. They suffer bleeding, 
anemia and low resistance to in­ 
fections. The disease is generally fatal. 
The substance which appears to 
carry immunity from one person to 
another, said Dr. Balcerzak, is called 
the "transfer factor.” He said research 
scientists have been familiar with its 
existence for a number of years, but 
still do not know exactly what it is. 
Studies on patients already have 
begun, Dr. Balcerzak said, but will be 
at least five years before the Ohio State 
team will know if the transfer factor 
does the same thing in the patients’ 
bodies as it does in the test tube. 
Leukemia patients might not be the 
only beneficiaries. Balcerzak said the 
transfer factor, extracted from blood 
cells called leukocytes, carries the 
donor’s immunity to “a great variety of 
invaders,” including most types of 
cancer. 
B alcerzak 
said 
the 
available 
evidence strongly indicated th at 
leukemia is a viral 
disease, and 
patients contract it largely because 


the 
their leukocytes fail to reconize 
disease in time to eliminate it. 
The leukocytes are one of 
the 
bloodstream’s defenses against in­ 
fection and “a very important defense 
m echanism 
against 
c a n c e r,” 
Balcerzak said. 
In the OSU tests, researchers located 
persons who had been in contact with 
leukem ia 
patients 
and 
whose 
leukocytes, when exposed to the 
p atien ts’ diseased tissue, moved 
quickly to eliminate the threat as if 
they had been exposed to it before. 
The patients’ own leukocytes, which, 
of course, had been exposed to the 
disease, continued to react sluggishly 
to the disease when exposed a second 
time. 
But, Balcerzak said, when “ transfer 
factor” from the resistant person’s 
blood 
was 
added 
to 
a 
patient’s 
leukocytes, they suddenly were able to 
react instantly when exposed to 
leukemia. 
In continuing tests on patients, the 
Ohio State trio hope to find out if this 
heightened sensitivity would be enough 
to wipe out leukemia in the body of a 
person who already had it. 
Currently, the doctors use 
con­ 
ventional treatm ents until the disease 
is under control, then add the resistant 
transfer factor to see if it can finish the 
job.

Some Specifics on Anemia 
Ever since I was a child, I recall that 
all our illnesses were blamed on 
anemia. 
If we caught cold often, or if we slept 
badly, it was 
because we were 
“anemic.” 
Now, as the mother of two girls, I find 
myself similarly blaming “anemia.” 
Would you explain anemia to all of us? 
Mrs. J.S.D.,Wis. 
Dear Mrs. D.: 
Anemia has always been a diffuse 
classification into which many symp­ 
toms would be lumped without real 
medical justification. 
There should be no guesswork about 
anemia because the number of red 
blood cells that circulate in the blood 
stream can be accurately counted. 
Deficiencies, therefore, can be readily 
recognized and measured. 
A few facts about the blood might 
give a better comprehension of the 
total picture of anemia. 
The normal number of red blood cells 
in a cubic millimeter of blood is about 5 
million in men and about 
million in 
women. 
The red blood cells are normally 
manufactured in the bone marrow and 
are constantly being replenished. 
Each red blood cells lasts about two 
or three months and then, having 
exhausted its function, is destroyed in 
the spleen. 
Under the microscope, the size and 
the shape of the red blood cells are 
indicative of their health. 
The amount of hemoglobin carried 
bv these cells is one indicator of the

absence or presence of one of the many 
types of anemia. 
When anemia is suspected, many 
intricate studies can establish a 
diagnosis and point the way for a 
cure. 
A sudden lass of blood can, of course, 
produce an anemia which can be 
rectified by a replacement of that 
Wood. 
Some anemias 
are due to an 
inadequate production of the blood 
cells. Some chronic diseases of the 
intestinal tract, for example, may be 
responsiWe for anemia. 
Iron plays an important role in 
anemia. Diets with inadequate iron 
content or the inability of the body to 
absorb iron can be responsible for 
anemia. 
Pernicious anemia is caused by 
deficiency of a special 
“intrinsic 
factor” in the stomach juices. 
A special type of anemia is caused by 
the failure of the blood marrow to 
replenish red blood cells. 
Similarly, there are some diseases 
that tend to destroy red blood cells, 
leaving an inadequate amount in the 
blood stream. 
These facts are but a fraction of the 
many others involved in the total story 
of anemia. 
The homemade label of “anemia” 
has no validity. It must not be used to 
explain away 
fatigue, listlessness, 
irritability, lack of appetite, frequency 
of colds, poor concentration and the 
many vague symptoms of daily living.

The guy that in­ 
vented the flashbulb 
surely made it easier 
for photographers. He figured that if 
you could bottle Coke you should be 
able to bottle light, and he did it. In the 
early days the lamps were quite large 
and filled with metal foil. I remember 
back in the early days of flashbulbs Rip 
Van Winkle and a friend went to 
Columbus to get a big case of these new 
“bottles of light.” Then they boarded a 
streetcar carrying this big box of 
lamps and seated themselves right 
over the transformer. When the car 
started up smoke poured from the 
carton. By induction all the lamps had 
been fired. 
Did you ever slide across the seat of 
the car with a sleeve of flashlamps in 
your hand. Startling when they all fire 
at once in your hand. And don’t carry 
cases of flashlamps while wearing a 
wool sweater. But those same lamps 
get quite obstinate when they arc 
supposed to fire in your camera. It 
doesn’t take much to fire the batteries 
out every few months and wiping them 
off with a rough cloth. We have little 
spray gun that helps much to keep the 
contacts clean. Many photographers 
carry one of these little sprays in their 
gadget bag. 
So then Kodak and Sylvania came 
out with the Magicube. It doesn’t fire

mechanical connection. 
By this time the cameras are so 
small and the cubes are so small that 
the light source is quite close to the 
lens. The light from the lamp, when 
shooting people can enter the eye and 
back to the lens in such a way to record 
a reflection of the blood-rich chorioid 
layer of the retina. That we call “red 
eye.” That we don’t want. And that, in 
most cases, we can prevent by getting 
the light farther from the lens. We do 
this with a flash extender. This device 
doesn’t cost much and it’ll save you 
much aspirin. Extenders are available 
for the new Magicubes and the old 
fashioned cubes. Are you plagued with 
red eye? The extender is the answer.

Need storage 
for grains 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — An of­ 
ficial of the Ohio Grain, Feed and 
Fertilizer Association said Monday 
there is a critical shortage of storage 
areas and shipping facilities for 
recently 
harvested 
grain 
and 
soybeans. 
“I think the situation is critical in all 
areas,” Ken Marshall, of Toledo, 
president-elect of the association said. 
“There just isn’t enough equipment to 
move the grain that has come in during 
the last eight to IO days.”

W atergate trial resumes 
with 2 defendants left 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A Utah 
college student has told the Watergate 
case jury he stopped working as a 
Republican spy in the Democratic 
camp after a close shave in an effort to 
bug the headquarters of Sen. George 
McGovern. 
Thomas Gregory resumed testifying 
Monday after a four-day pause during 
which four more defendants pleaded 
guilty. The plea changes make it 
unlikely that the trial will produce the 
full story behind the break-in and 
bugging 
of 
D em ocratic 
party 
headquarters last summer. 
Seven men were charged in con­ 
nection with the break-in but only two 
remain on trial: G. Gordon Liddy, 
former counsel to President Nixon’s 
campaign finance committee, 
and 
James W. McCord Jr., security chief 
for the Nixon campaign. 
On Monday, the sixth day of the trial, 
U.S. Dist. Court Judge John J. Sirica 
accepted the guilty pleas of four Miami 
men after questioning them at length 
and saying at one point to their 
unrevealing answers: “I’m sorry. I 
don’t believe you.” 
The judge refused to declare a 
mistrial, requested by attorneys for 
Liddy and McCord. 
Charges against the seven include 
conspiracy, burglary and illegal 
wiretapping. 
Sirica set bond at $100,000 for each of 
the four. Their lawyers said later they 
could not raise it and would stay in jail 
while awaiting sentencing. 
The same bond had been set for 
former White House consultant E. 
Howard Hunt Jr., who pleaded guilty 


last Wednesday, but he posted it the 
same day. 
Gregory testified last Thursday that 
he had been recruited by Hunt to in­ 
filtrate the presidential campaigns of 
McGovern and Sen. Edm und S. 
Muskie. 
As he resumed his testimony Mon­ 
day, Gregory said Hunt introduced him 
to McCord in mid-May 1972. He said 
McCord expressed interest in planting 
electronic listening devices in the of­ 
fices of McGovern campaign officials. 
On a visit to McGovern 
head­ 
quarters, Gregory said, McCord went 
through the building observing the 
burglary-alarm system 
and 
the 
location of exits. He said he later was 
introduced to Liddy, who went along on 
a nighttime reconnaissance of the area 
around McGovern headquarters. 
Gregory said he refused to provide 
keys to the building, but agreed to go to 
the McGovern headquarters on Sun­ 
day, May 28, stay late enough to be the 
last one out and leave some locks open. 
But, he said, he was discovered by 
another 
man 
working 
at 
the 
headquarters who wanted to know why 
Gregory was there. 
At this, Gregory said, he left and 
called to warn Hunt, and the bugging 
operation was called off. 
Gregory said he had a final meeting 
June 15 to tell Hunt he wanted out of the 
operation. He said he had been paid a 
total of $3,400 by Hunt for his work. 
All this time, Gregory said, he was 
getting academic credit from Brigham 
Young University for working in a 
political campaign. 


The suit, filed Monday, is a class 
action on behalf of all married couples 
who must file joint returns. It asks that 
the state be forced to refund each 
couple the difference between their 
joint tax and the tax they would pay if 
each person filed separately. 
A spokesman for the Department off 
Taxation confirmed that this would 
total in the neighborhood of $90 million, 
about 25 per cent of total annual 
revenue from the tax. 


The Walkers also ask in their suit 
that a three-judge panel be convened as 
soon as possible to issue temporary and 
permanent injunctions against the 
state to keep it from collecting any 
more taxes under the challenged 
provisions. 
Taxation officials said that if a 
restraining order were issued they 
would have serious trouble complying 
without stopping income tax collections 
altogether. 
The problem is that without in­ 
dividual returns, which haven’t been 
filed yet, the state has no way of 
knowing which taxpayers plan to file 
joint returns and therefore could not 
stop withholding them unless it stopped 
withholding from everyone. 
“We’d have to try to identify them, 
but you can see what our problems 
would be,” one official said. 
The reasons the state would lose so 
much under a separate filing system is 
that a couple’s total income puts them 
in a higher tax bracket where the 
state’s graduated income tax takes a 
larger chunk of it. 
The federal tax is graduated too, but 
the federal tax system provides a 
separate table for couples who file 
jointly so that they pay less in most 
cases than they would if they filed 
separately. 
The General Assembly did not 
consider such a separate table when it 
passed the state tax in 1971. Such a 
table, one official said, could cut the 
state’s losses to $20 million or $30, 
million under a system in which' 
couples had a choice of joint or 
separate returns.

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Russian 
moon rover 
at work 
MOSCOW (AP) — An unmanned 
Soviet spaceship made a soft landing 
on the moon today and put out a 1,848- 
pound moon rover that sent television 
pictures back to the earth, Tass an­ 
nounced. 
The Soviet news agency said the 
spaceship, Luna 21, landed on the 
eastern fringe of the Sea of Serenity, 
inside the Lemognier Crater, at 1:35 
a.m., or 5:35 p.m. EST Monday. 
The self-propelled Lunokhod 2 rolled 
down the gangway to the lunar surface 
at 4:14 a.m., Tass reported. Lunokhod 2 
moved about, its running gear and 
control systems were checked by the 
ground crew, and “television pictures 
of the landing stage and the lunar land­ 
scape were received,” Tass said. 
Lunokhod 2 will continue the work of 
Lunokhod I, a 1,663-pound moon 
vehicle that spent IO months exploring 
the lunar surface in 1970-71, Tass said. 
Like Lunokhod I, Lunokhod 2 had 
aboard a French “corner reflector” 
supplied under the Soviet-French 
agreem ent on cooperation in ex­ 
ploration in outer space. The an­ 
nouncement said this would continue 
experiments in fixing the moon’s 
location more accurately by laser 
readings. 
Tass said Lunokhod 2 will remain 
stationary until Thursday, recharging 
its chemical power supply with the help 
of a solar battery. Then it will go ahead 
with its program.

Government 
pushes more 
use of coal 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The Nixon 
adm inistration is considering en­ 
couraging the states to ease their 
application of some secondary an­ 
tipollution standards in a move to 
promote greater use of coal to meet the 
country’s energy needs. 
Coal has received new attention from 
the administration because of delays 
and lagging production of other energy 
sources. 
The 
Office 
of 
Em ergency 
Preparedness has released a study 
concluding that “selective and tem­ 
porary relaxation” of secondary an­ 
tipollution standards would permit 
substantial substitution of coal for 
petroleum. 
Elmer Bennett, an assistant director 
of the OEP, said that while states may 
be encouraged to slow down ap­ 
plication of more stringent secondary 
standards aimed at preventing en­ 
vironmental harm, he doubts the ad­ 
ministration will ask Congress to roll 
back existing clean-air standards. 
He said in an interview Monday that 
coal would still be largely unwelcome 
in areas struggling to meet the national 
“ prim ary standards’’ adopted to 
protect human health. 
In recent years, the coal industry— 
once the giant of American energy— 
has been eclipsed by oil, natural gas, 
the promise of atomic energy, and the 
restrictions of antipollution standards. 
But then it began to appear that 
development of atomic energy was 
behind schedule, new oil sources would 
be delayed, and gas discoveries were 
lagging. Coal began to achieve a 
second look from 
the Nixon 
ad­ 
ministration. 
The problems of coal are partly 
economic: environmentally acceptable 
low-sulfur coal located in the West is 
most needed in the East, but tran­ 
sportation costs are high. 
All these factors have stirred 
speculation that Nixon might seek to 
encourage greater use of coal as a 
substitute for petroleum, and to ease 
the transportation costs that keep 
Western coal from Eastern markets. 
Corona jury 
deadlocked 
FAIRFIELD, Calif. (AP) — The jury 
in the Juan Corona mass murder trial 
has reported an 8-4 deadlock, but the 
panel has been ordered to continue 
trying to reach a verdict. 
Judge Richard E. Patton instructed 
the jurors on Monday not to reveal 
whether the majority favors conviction 
or acquittal for Corona, who is charged 
with the slayings of 25 men. 
After 28 hours of jury deliberations in 
four days, jury forem an E rnest 
Phillips told the court, “We have 
reached what appears to be an im­ 
passe. We cannot decide one way or the 
other about the guilt or innocence.” 
Patton ordered the jurors in the 14- 
week trial to continue their efforts and 
not to report back before noon today. 
Corona, 38, was expressionless as the 
announcement 
was 
made 
in 
a 
makeshift courtroom at the state 
medical facility in Vacaville, where he 
has been recuperating from heart 
trouble since Friday night. Because he 
was considered too ill to be moved to 
the Fairfield courtroom, the judge 
ordered the jury bused eight miles to 
the Vacaville facility to make the 
announcement. It was the first the jury 
knew of Corona’s illness. 
Corona, a Mexican citizen and a farm 
labor contractor, is charged with 
m urdering 25 farm workers and 
drifters whose hacked and stabbed 
bodies were unearthed in a peach or­ 
chard north of Yuba City in the spring 
of 1971. It is the largest single mass 
murder charge in U. S. history.

SAIGON (AP) — A cease-fire will be 
declared by the United States and 
South Vietnam on the eve of President 
Nixon’s inauguration Saturday to pave 
the way toward signing of a peace 
agreement to end the Indochina war, 
South Vietnamese sources said tonight. 
Nixon was said to have advised 
President Nguyen Van Thieu that an 
international agreem ent has been 
reached to preclude further hostilities 
by North Vietnam, and to have told 
Thieu to “trust in me.” 
The unilateral cease-fire would be 
designed to set the stage for an ex­ 
change of prisoners and for the signing 
by the foreign ministers of the United 
States, North Vietnam, South Vietnam 
and the Viet Cong of the peace set­ 
tlement drafted at Paris, the in­ 
formants said. 
There was no clear understanding of 
whether Hanoi and the Viet Cong had 
agreed to the allied cease-fire. How­ 
ever, the sources, who have had access 
to discussions by Thieu and other top­ 
level South Vietnamese leaders of the 
latest draft proposal, said concessions 
had been made by both sides on 
essential issues blocking the peace 
treaty. 
These reports came after Gen. 
Alexander M. Haig Jr. conferred for 
2V2 hours with Thieu on the draft 
proposal worked out by Henry A. 
Kissinger and Hanoi’s Le Due Tho in 
Paris. 
Official sources said North Vietnam 
and the United States had agreed on the 
size of an international force to 
supervise the cease-fire. South Vietna­ 
mese sources said the new draft still 
left unresolved such basic Saigon 
demands as the withdrawal of all North 
Vietnamese troops from South Viet­ 
nam 
and restoration 
of 
the de­ 
militarized zone between the North and 
South. But progress toward agreement 
was reported on those also. 
The U.S. Embassy indicated there 
would be further meetings between 
Haig and Thieu and said the schedule of 
President Nixon’s special emissary 
was “open-ended.” 
There were unconfirmed reports 
from Vietnamese sources that Haig 
brought a personal letter from Nixon to 
Thieu. But political sources in Saigon 
and Washington indicated that the halt 
in all attacks on North Vietnam which 
began Monday was not only a sign of 
good faith to Hanoi but also a message 
to Thieu that Nixon considers a just 
agreement is within grasp and he is 
determined to conclude it. 
Nixon ordered all offensive military 
operations across the entire territoi~y of 
North Vietnam halted Monday night, 
citing progress in the negotiations 
between Kissinger and Tho last week. 
Nixon’s action, which the Florida 
White House termed a “unilateral 
gesture,” gave momentum to new 
peace hopes and came amid a host of 
reports, that an agreement to end the 
war would be signed soon. 
The White House refused to discuss 
the reports of an agreement, sayirg 
instead that 
“negotiations are in 
progress” and Kissinger would return 
to Paris “in the relatively near future.” 
South Vietnamese sources said that 
among the provisions of the revised 
draft proposal being scrutinized by 
Thieu and Haig is one calling for an 
international force of about 3,000 men 
to supervise a cease-fire. 
Hanoi, according to Kissinger, was 
demanding a force of only 250 men 
when the negotiations broke off Dec. 13, 
while the United States wanted up to 
5,000. Thieu was seeking even more.

SAIGON (AP) — Sharp fighting was 
reported today in contested areas at 
both ends of South Vietnam as Saigon’s 
forces and the Communists battled to 
gain or hold territory in advance of a 
cease-fire. 
U.S. air support for South Viet­ 
namese ground forces continued 
following President Nixon’s order 
suspending all bombing and other 
offensive operations against North 
Vietnamese territory. 
U. S. planes also continued combat 
operations in Laos and Cambodia, the 
U.S. Command said. 
South 
Vietnamese 
m ilitary 
spokesmen reported a slight increase 
in Communist attacks in the 24 hours 
ending at 6 a.m. but there was also a 
significant quickening of activity on the 
part of Saigon’s forces, m ilitary 
sources said. 
The heaviest engagements reported 
by spokesmen were in the Que Son 
Valley southwest of Da Nang, where 35 
North Vietnamese and Viet Cong were 
claimed to have been killed, and on the 
eastern edge of the Mekong Delta’s U 
Minh Forest. Government forces there 
lost 19 killed and 35 wounded while at 
least 52 enemy troops were slain, a 
military communique said. 
Both of these areas have been the 
scene of increasing activity in the past 
week as the South Vietnamese tried to 
regain some of the territory that was 
lost or remains contested from the 
Communists’ 1972 offensive. 
Fighting also continued in Quang Tri 
province just below the demilitarized 
zone, where delayed field reports said 
South Vietnamese marines trying to 
secure ground north of the Thach Han 
River were driven back by an attack 
Sunday. There was no report on casu­ 
alties in the action. 
Military sources said some of the 
fighting also resulted from South 
Vietnamese spoiling operations aimed 
at preventing the Communists from 
scoring gains before a cease-fire. 
In one major South Vietnamese army 
push in the Saigon River corridor 35 to 
40 miles northwest of Saigon, ground 
contact was reported at a slow pace 
with only scattered casualties on each 
side. The U.S. Command reported an 
Army AHI Cobra helicopter gunship 
shot down by Communist fire while 
flying in support of that operation but 
both crewmen escaped with minor 
wounds.

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House panel studies Gilligan tax sharing plan 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
House Finance Committee today began 
looking at Gov. John Gilligan’s $92.3 
million federal revenue sharing 
proposal. 
The Ohio Supreme Court, mean­ 
while, during a skeleton House session 
Monday, put a second version of its 
rules for criminal procedure before the 
General Assembly. 
The Gilligan administration proposes 
to use the state’s initial allocation of 
federal revenue sharing funds for a 
wide range of capital improvements, 
which Gilligan said would preclude the 


need for a separate capital 
im­ 
provements bill until 1975. 
But the administration proposes to 
use $3.8 million of the federal funds for 
a one-year pilot project of state sub­ 
sidies up to 50 per cent of bus and 
transit fares for an estimated IO million 
elderly and handicapped riders each 
year in Ohio’s big cities. 
Transportation Director J. Phillip 
Richley, whose departm ent would 
implement the plan, said it may be 
unique among state governments, and 
could serve a dual purpose of helping 
disadvantaged 
citizens 
and 


establishing a concept of state aid for 
Ohio’s ailing mass transit systems. He 
said so far, the state has not provided 
the systems “with a dime.” 
He said the department has figured 
that Ohioans who rely on mass transit 
“as 
their 
only 
means 
of 
tran­ 
sportation” might qualify for special 
cards or certificates for the purchase of 
reduced rate cards or coupons. The 
transit systems would be reimbursed 
by the state. 
Details remain to be worked out, but 
Richley said the department would 
establish eligibility for the subsidies. 


The passengers couldn't travel 
outside their cities, but could use the 
subsidy for travel of “any purpose,” 
Richley said. Although the director 
said he knows of no other state which 
has such a plan, the idea is being tried 
in Cincinnati and possibly in some 
other cities. 
The Supreme Court’s proposed new 
rules of criminal procedure went into 
the House, the same place where they 
obtained their first setback last year. 
The Senate later followed through with 
a similar objection. 
At the time, the legislature was irked 


with the court for knocking two of its 
proposed constitutional amendments 
off the May, 1972, ballot. The court 
said, among other things, they were 
poorly drafted. 
The legislature was also under heavy 
lobbying from bail bondsmen, who 
objected to relaxed provisions for 
letting defendants out of jail on their 
own recognizance. 
Under the latest version, the court 
modified its stand somewhat upon bail. 
It still allows a judge to decide whether

The City Board of Education ap­

If approved, Nestor said, 
Judge orders defendant 
to aid sickle cell fight 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — A judge has 
given a black man 
convicted of 
assaulting a policeman a choice of 
going to jail or recruiting blacks to be 
tested for sickle cell anemia. 
“I helped you, now it’s your turn to 
help your people,” Criminal Court 
Judge Alfonso Sepe told Joe Louis 
Wilcox on Monday. 
“You will recruit black m arried 
couples to be tested for sickle cell 
anemia. I want you to recruit them by 
the hundreds to determine if they are 
carriers of thfe d?$bh1se.i” 1 
' 
f 
Wilcox, 40, had pleaded guilty to 
resisting arrest and assaulting Miami 
officer Antonio Prieto while Prieto was 
trying to arrest Wilcox for disorderly 
conduct. 
The ch arg e 
c a rrie s 
a 
maximum prison term of five years. 
The 6-foot-2, 295-pounder bowed his 
head after he admitted the felony, then 
begged Sepe for mercy. Both Prieto 
and the prosecutor recom m ended 
probation for Wilcox. 
Announcing his decision, Sepe placed 
Wilcox on probation for two years and 
then appended the requirem ent that 
Wilcox aid in the search for young 
blacks who have sickle cell anemia. 
If Wilcox fails to carry out the 
mission, he can expect to go to jail, 
Sepe cautioned. 
Sickle cell anemia is a hereditary 
blood disease present in about one out 
of every 500 newborn blacks. Doctors 
estimate as many as one in IO blacks 
suffer from the malady. 


The disease causes an abnormal 
formation of blood protein in body 
cells. Under emotional stress, cells 
then form irregular, elongated shapes 
which clog small vessels, form blood 
clots and deprive vital body organs of 
blood and oxygen. There is no known 
cure for the disease, often fatal. 
Sepe has made it a practice of 
requiring defendants to perform a 
community service as part of their 
probation “ because ifs not only con­ 
structive for the individual, it’s con­ 
structive for society. 
“It also makes these people realize 
how lucky they are when they see the 
tragedies in the life around them .” 


it is recommended that the increase be 
retroactive to Jan. 1,1973, and that the 
action is p erm issible under the 
limitations of the Wage and Price 
Board.

Gray’s wise liaison step 


L. Patrick Gray, acting director of 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
has acted wisely in resuming 
systematic F B I intelligence liaison 
with a number of key federal 
agencies. 
In government as much as in any­ 
thing it is important that the left 
hand know what the right is doing. 
This process of sharing knowledge 
must have been impaired to a 
significant degree when the F B I’s 
liaison section was abolished in 1970 
by J. Edgar Hoover. 
The damage done by that action 
will be immediatelv remedied with 
the re-establishment of liaison. 
Some time will be required, no 
doubt, to build up mutual trust 
between the F B I on the one hand and 
the agencies with which liaison will 
be maintained: the departments of 


State, Defense, Treasury and Trans­ 
portation; the Central Intelligence 
Agency, the Atomic Energy Com­ 
mission, the National Security 
Agency and the Bureau of Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs. 
The bridge must be built from 
both sides, of course. Success 
depends particularly, however, on 
the attitude of the F B I director, if 
only because it was the FB I that 
broke off the relationship a couple of 
years ago. 
Hoover regarded some officials in 
Washington with a jaundiced and 
suspicious eye, and feuded from 
time to time with not a few of them. 
He also had an overly high estimate 
of the F B I’s importance in the 
Washington Scheme of things, and in 
his latter years seemed more and 
more jealous of the agency’s 


prerogatives. 
Reportedly 
he 
abolished the liaison section because 
he took offense when the CIA balked 
at sharing an intelligence source 
with the FBI. 


We recall Hoover’s well known 
mind set and conduct not to demean 
a man who was a devoted public 
servant for four decades, but to 
underscore a point. It is that a 
precondition for effective in­ 
telligence liaison is a willingness by 
all concerned to give a little. 


There must be recognition of the 
need for compromise, on occasion, 
to advance the common interest. By 
reconstituting the F B I’s liaison 
section Gray appears to have ac­ 
cepted that principle. It is good a 
step.

Mexico fights population explosion 


MEXICO CITY — Beneath the solid 
economic progress the neighbor to the 
south of the United States has made in 
recent decades is a time bomb ticking 
inexorably on. 
The net population increase of 3.3 per 
cent, one of the highest in the world, 
means a doubling every 20 years, with 
a projected total of 130 million by the 
end of the century. The present 
population is about 54 million. 


Evidence of the threat of this ex­ 
plosion was a recent statement signed 
by 80 Roman Catholic bishops which, in 
effect, supported the government 
program of birth control. 
That 
program is an emergency diive to try 
to get the rate of increase down as 
rapidly as possible. 
Beginning with the first of the year 
the government opened 18 family 
planning clinics, IO in Mexico City. 
Personnel to staff them have been 
training for many 
months. 
In­ 
ternational Planned Parenthood has 52 
clinics in operation. 


A program much wider in scope is 
being initiated by the Mexican Social 
Security agency. Hospitals all over the 
country are introducing family plan­ 
ning and providing varied means of 
birth control free of charge. The hope is 
that a nationwide system will quickly 
take hold. 


THE STATEMENT by the Catholic 
bishops was cautiously phrased to 
avoid any seeming conflict with Pope 
Paul’s encyclical of 1968, Humanae 
Vitae (of human life), reiterating the 
Church’s opposition to any form of 


artificial contraception. The bishops 
called their message a “ new pastoral 
orientation” to Humanae Vitae. 
While repeating 
the 
Church’s 
position that only the rhythm method of 
birth control is sanctioned, they ex­ 
pressed their support for “ the role of 
authorities . . . to invite responsibility, 
information and facilitate access to 
medical services” for family planning. 
Humanae Vitae has been one of the 
most controversial of the many en­ 
cyclicals, promulgated by the present 
Pope. Strong opposition has come from 
liberal hierarchies in The Netherlands 
and elsewhere. The Mexican bishops 
noted that many families have children 
without being able to provide them with 
food, housing, clothing, health, love, 
understanding or education. 
The present policy of the Mexican 
government on family planning is a 
radical departure. As recently as last 
March the official position was that 
Mexico needed all the increase to 
carry out the goals of social and 
economic revolution. Then abruptly 
President Luis Echeverria Alvarez 
said this has been a mistake and it was 
essential to try to stop the flood of new 
births by direct government inter­ 
vention. 
One reason was the concern of the 
labor unions over the rapid rise in 
unemployment. With surplus labor 
flooding into the market, much of it 
unskilled and with little education, the 
wage level is increasingly depressed 
except for the small, highly skilled 
trades in their own tightly held unions. 


THE PEO PLE explosion in Mexico is 


universal throughout Latin America. A 
tidal wave of births is erasing social 
and economic progress in virtually 
every Country. The over-all rate of 
increase for Central America is 3.2 per 
cent, higher than in most Asian 
nations. The rate is 3.4 per cent a year 
for the Dominican Republic, Colombia, 
Ecuador, Venezuela and Paraguay. 
Adding to the problem is the ap­ 
palling incidence of illegal abortion. 
One estimate by demographers is that 
in all of Latin America there are ll 
million illegal abortions annually. With 
the complications that follow from 
crude and unsterile procedures, the 
drain on remedial drugs and blood 
plasma takes a heavy toll on supplies 
scarce to begin with. Hospital beds are 
also in short supply as one consequence 
of the illegal 
abortion 
mills. 
In 
Uruguay 80 per cent of all pregnancies 
end in abortion. 
The danger signal has been flashing 
with increasing intensity as it is 
realized that the people explosion can 
mean a breakdown of the social 
structure, if not revolution. The goal of 
Planned 
Parenthood 
is 
a 
net 
reproduction rate of one. But even after 
that is achieved, it takes about 60 years 
before the population actually ceases to 
grow. 


This means a country’s total popul­ 
ation could add 50 lo 80 per cent during 
the 6U-year period. For Mexico it 
means IOO million people by the year 
2000 under any circumstance. And if 
the flood is not quickly checked the 
projections are so staggering as hardly 
to bear thinking about. 


A WORD EDGEWISE . . . by John P. Roche 
The McGovern wake 


I have attended a few rough wakes in 
my time, but never have I seen such a 
display of belligerent mourning as the 
McGovernites are currently spon­ 
soring. It is hard to pick up a magazine 
without discovering an article by some 
former McGovern insider. 
The titles vary, but in essence they 
amount to “ Why McGovern Lost — He 
Didn’t Listen to Me.” A careful 
scrutiny of the lot suggests to me that if 
Sen. George McGovern has listened to 
them, he would probably have lost 
Massachusetts and the District of 
Columbia. 
One of the things that separates the 
men from the boys (and the women 
from the girls) in politics is how you 
handle defeat. It’s terrible to get licked 
— even (as happened to me on a couple 
of occasions) when you anticipated it. 
There is no such thing in the rational 
world as a “ good loser.” 
But, whatever you may think 
privately, when they hit you with the 
question “ Why did you lose?” , there is 
only one answer: “ Because he got 
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more votes than I did.” Behind the 
scenes you may then go to work to 
eliminate some of the characters who 
—in your judgment—let you down. But 
fingering the incompetents publicly is 
out. 


SEN. MCGOVERN, alas, did not 
seem to appreciate the ritualized 
dignity of losing. The votes were hardly 
counted before the senator told an 
interviewer that while maybe he had 
made a few little mistakes here and 
there, he could not tell a lie: Tom 
Eagleton killed him. And George 
Meany. And the press. I lost interest 
about that point and never did learn 
whether he got around to blaming the 
electorate, which actually did the job. 
Once their leader had hit the kvetch 
button, you could hardly blame the 
McGovern staffers from picking up the 
theme. Pierre Salinger, for example, 
managed to slip into Life just as they 
were wrapping the magazine in its 
shroud. Poor Pierre obviously was not 
properly appreciated by McGovern, 
but he has now returned the sentiment 
with interest.

He called for “ a healthy 
injection of advocacy reporting into the 
coverage of presidential campaigns.” 
No, I ’m not kidding — that’s what the 
man said. Let us look at his prize 
example of where the press went off the 
rails, the Eagleton affair. It’s rather 
tasteless, but here is Dougherty’s 
version: “ Then one day who should 
come skipping up to McGovern’s cabin 
door but (Eagleton) with an amusing 
little story of how he had gone off his 
rocker two or three times over the last 
IO years.” McGovern, a “ goodhearted 
man,” then tried to make it easy for 
Eagleton to “ retire gracefully from the 
ticket.” 


Those nasty 
reporters got into this compassionate 
exercise and began asking questions. 
To quote further, “ The story broke. 
Eagleton went merrily off to capture 
the hearts of the nation’s neurotics.

Hearing held on state

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Acting 
State Fire Marshal David Lucht says 
Ohio’s new fire code governing alarms 
in family residences and w ater 
sprinkling systems in nursing homes 
should become law in March. 
Lucht made the statement following 
a hearing Monday on the new fire code. 
The code was ordered by the 109th Gen­ 
eral Assembly. 
Two sections of the code dealing with 
fire alarms in one, two and three- 
family residences and autom atic 
sprinkler systems in nursing homes 
drew the most attention from the wit­ 
nesses. More than 200 persons attended 
the half-day hearing. 
The code proposes that “an approved 
detector shall be installed in the im­ 
mediate vicinity, but outside of, all 
sleeping rooms” in family dwellings. It 
further proposes that the detector be 
sensitive to any products of com­ 
bustion, except heat. 
The regulation will apply to all new 
dwellings after the code takes effect. 


William Safreed of the Ohio Home 
Builders Association said that the 
provision should be deleted from the 
code. He said local building code en­ 
forcement agencies should decide 
whether they want it in local ordi­ 
nances. 
Lt. Edward LeBlanc of the Shaker 
Heights Fire D epartm ent said a 
detection system in the home is the 
“first line of defense” against a tragic 
fire. “It should be put into all buildings 
that people occupy,” he added. 
Lucht said he favors smoke-detection 
devices rather than heat-sensors for 
alerting a family to fire. 
The fire marshal said a smoke 
detector is “five times more effective 
in saving life” and costs considerably 
less than a heat sensor. One smoke 
detector could be installed in a hallway 
outside of a bedroom, he said, but heat 
sensors would be needed in every room 
of the house to be effective. 
The new code also proposes in­ 
stallation of autom atic sprinkler 
systems in homes for the aged, nursing 
homes or rest homes, as well as 
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residences occupied persons 62 or 
older. 
- 
This provision of the code would 
become effective Jan. I, 1975. 
John 
Pancost, 
representing 
a 
Columbus heating and ventilating 
company, said the regulation should 
also include an early warning fire 
system that would alert residents of the 
building and the local fire department. 
Pancost said the “first concern” of 
the regulation should be the detection 
of fire. 
Lucht said w ritten statem ents 
proposing changes in the code will be 
accepted until Jan. 26. 
The regulations will become law 
when they are filed with the secretary 
of state’s office.

CLEVELAND, Ohio

— A 
hekring-improvement device that 
recharges hearing nerves like an 
automobile battery should help people 
suffering from “ nerve deafness,’’ 
according to researchers here. 
"ihe device, undergoing testing at the 


Cleveland Hearing and Speech Center, 
has been about 50 per cent effective in 
previous research, according to Dr. 
John E. Jenkins-Lee, the center's 
research director. 
The headphone-like unit broadcasts a 
low-frequency radio signal to the 


hearing nerves, which are stimulated 
and reactivated, he said. 
“The inner ear is an electrical- 
chemical complex, rather like the 
battery' of a car,” Jenkins-Lee said.

The device does nothing for persons 
whose deafness resulted from bone 
damage or changes to the hearing sys­ 
tem’s structure, he said. But about five 
million Americans suffer from “nerve 
deafness,” he said, a condition caused 
by infection, drugs or prolonged ex­ 
posure to loud noise. 
Surgery and hearing aids offer little 
help to the nerve deafness sufferer, 
Jenkins-Lee said, since the loss of 
hearing also affects the ability to 
distinguish between different types of 
sounds. 
A hearing aid will amplify the words 
“thick” and “sick,” but it can’t help 
sort out the different sounds, he said. 
The treatment is given for an hour at 
a time, five days a week, for about a 
month, Jenkins-Lee said. Previous re­ 
searchers found that the improvement 
in hearing lasts about three or four 
months. 
“If other researchers’ work is con­ 
firmed, we would then like to go on to 
determine the physiological basis of 
this improvement,” he said.

NEW YORK (AP) — What little is 
certain about Phase 3 of the Nixon 
economic policy is that a lot remains to 
be seen. It is even suggested that doubt 
and uncertainty are among its 
weapons. 
We still have controls, no matter how 
enthusiastically Phase 3 was welcomed 
as a major step toward free enterprise. 
Presumably, the same anti-inflation 
goals are sought too. These have not 
changed. 
What is different is that the mandate 
and the penalties may not be spelled 
out as sharply as in the previous 
phases, but the threat exists that if you 
want the spelling, just step out of line 
and you’ll get it letter by letter. 
There is even some question of 
whether this is really a phase in the 
same program or whether the program 
has been changed. The Nixon program 
was introduced, you will recall, to 
restrain rising prices. 
Much headway was made toward 
that goal. The inflation rate has been 
reduced from 5 to 6 per cent to 3 to 3.5 
per cent a year, the lowest at this time 
among the world’s highly indus­ 
trialized nations. 
Still, the problem has not been 
overcome. In fact, just prior to the

trois were being lifted on wages and 
prices, the wholesale price index 
recorded in December its highest rise 
in 22 years. 
It is the timing, therefore, that 
provokes the doubts. Mandatory 
controls were introduced to restrain 
inflation, but in the midst of one of the 
most alarming threats to price stability 
they are lifted — in the name of 
stability. 
While the 19.2 annual rate of price 
increase in December is not likely to be 
repeated this month or next, it does 
suggest that the boom-like conditions 
now developing could get out of hand 
without restraints. 
In its quarterly economic summary, 
“ Economic Prospects,” The Com­

—Plans to purchase new and used 
autos moved up strongly to an all-time 
high. 
—Plans to purchase household 
durables and furniture also have 
reached record levels. 
—Plans to purchase single-family 
housing, which had already attained 
new highs in the past two quarters, took 
another substantial jump close to IO 
per cent. 
—Retail sales have been rising at a 15 
per cent annual rate since the first of 
the year (1972), and close to 17 per cent 
since June. 
—Extensions of installment credit 
and net changes in installment loans 
outstanding continue to set new 
records.” 
It is conditions such as these, among 
many others, that causes Henry C. 
Wallich, the Yale economist and 
analyst for the summary, to make this 
pre-Phase 3 comment: “ Moderation, 
not record gains, must be the wat­ 
chword from here on out.” 
Whether Phase 3 is a continuation of 
restraint, as suggested by its name, or 
a return to a hands-off policy, is up to 
the President, The guessing is that, of 
necessity, it will mean more restraint 
than is now imagined.

W averly now tops 
in AP's Class A A poll 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)— Two of the 
three divisions in The Associated Press 
Ohio high school basketball poll have 
new leaders this week. 
Hamilton Taft moved alongside 
Cleveland East Tech for the Class AAA 
lead, while Waverly seized the top spot 
in Class AA in statewide balloting by a 
panel of sports writers and broad­ 
casters. 
Gnadenhutten Indian Valley South, 
the defending Class A state tournament 
king, continued to ride in front of the 
smallest class. 
Hamilton Taft. 1962 Ohio tournament 
champion, jumped from second place 
last week to tie the Scarabs at 175 
points apiece. East Tech is also a for­ 
mer Ohio tournament titlist, winning 
in 1958. 1959 and 1972. 
Taft has won ll of 12 games and East 
Tech is twice beaten in 12 contests. 
Columbus Ready, the defending 
Class A tournament winner and the 
opening poll leader last week, tumbled 
all the way to third place with a 9-2 
record and 157 points. 
Waverly, gliding along at 9-0, piled 
up 188 points to move up from second 
place. Rossford, fourth a week ago, 
earned 173 points for the No. 2 spot this 
time. Rossford is 12-0. 
Indian Valley South, unscathed in 
nine games this eason, collected 228 
points for a 15-point margin over 11-0 
Marion Pleasant, the Gass A football 
playoff champion.

(AP)— The

The newspaper said the nearness of 
interleague play was revealed by an 
unnamed American League source.

The interleague play would be a 
compromise proposal that would add 
six more games to the current 162- 
game schedules, thus meeting the 
National League’s unwillingness to 
eliminate any NL games for the in­ 
terleague play, the newspaper said.

Catlett, who played on standout West 
Virginia University teams in the early 
1960s and climbed to assistant coach 
under Adolph Rupp at Kentucky last

troubles. 
“They are sort of like freshmen, new 
players, going through a learning 
process because they have a new 
coach,” Catlett said. 
Catlett has been openly critical lately 
of one player, Lloyd Batts, an agile and 
talented shooting junior often labeled a 
potential college “superstar” and a 
leading prospect for professional 
basketball. 
Batts, disciplined for

violation last week, hasn’t played up to 
his potential in a couple of recent 
games, Catlett said.

Jacksonville, ranked 15th in The 
A ssociated P re ss poll of college 
basketball team s, rolled to a 96-64 
victory over Pan American Monday 
night. Butch Taylor led the romp with 
25 points as the Dolphins ran their 
season’s record to 12-2 with their 
seventh consecutive victory. 
Most of the teams at the top of The 
AP rankings took Monday night off but 
No. 8 Missouri, No. ll Alabama, No. 13 
Southw estern 
L ouisiana, 
and 
Jacksonville all were in action. 
UCLA continues to lead the rankings 
but for the first time, the Bruins were 
not the unanimous choice of the sports 


writers and broadcasters for the No. I 
slot. 
UCLA, undefeated in 57 consecutive 
games, received all but one first place 
vote, and totaled 778 points. The other 
first place ballot went to unbeaten 
North Carolina State, ranked second 
after ll straight victories this season. 
Maryland, 10-0 through the period 
covered by the poll but beaten Sunday 
by NC State, is No. 3. 
North Carolina jumped to fourth 
place, followed by Long Beach State, 
M innesota,

(A P)—“ Bonanza” 
which quietly arrived more than 13 
years ago in the heyday of television 
Westerns, ends its career tonight on the 
NBC Television network after 430 
original performances. 
Its last hurrah is called “The Hun­ 
ter,” a teleplay written and directed by 
Michael 
Landon, who has been 
Bonanza’s “Little Joe” since the series 
began Sept. 12, 1959. 
At that time it was a shaky entry in a 
field of 32 Westerns then on the air. 
They 
h a d 1 rugged navies like 
“ Tom bstone T erritory,” “ Restless 
Gun,” 
U.S. 
M arshal,” 
“ Rough 
Riders,” “The Texan” and “Wagon 
Train.” 
Some of the stars in the Westerns 
went on to movies or new series in 
difference settings — Clint Eastwood of 
“Rawhide,” Hugh O’Brien of “Wyatt 
Earp” and Gene Barry of “ Bat Mater- 
son.” 
But the original cast of “ Bonanza” 
remained in what proved to be a 
sturdy, 
close-knit sagebrush stock 
company that stayed intact until 1965, 
when Pernell Roberts quit the show. 
It was further reduced in mid-1972 
when Dan Blocker, the huge gentle 
man viewers knew as Hoss Cartwright, 
died and left Lome Greene and Landon 
as the last of the original Cartwrights. 
“ Bonanza” rem ained a durable 
attraction on NBC throughout the 
years, doing battle against both bad 
men and good series on opposing 
networks. It became part of American 
television’s folklore. 
It remained that way until last 
September when it was pitted against a 
loud-mouthed lady called “Maude,” 
who did her thing on the CBS Television 
network.” 
The ratings for “Bonanza” dropped 
dramatically despite a good start. NBC 
decided in late November to put the 
show out to pasture.

Aboriginal land rights 
secured in Australia 


SYDNEY (AP) — The New South 
Wales state government had decided to 
set up an Aboriginal Lands Trust and 
give it freehold ownership of most of 
the state’s 6,000 acres of aboriginal 
reserves. 
Premier Sir Robert Askin said all 
nine members of the trust would be 
aborigines. He said the trust 
would 
have full power to acquire and dispose 
of land for the benefit of aborigines. 
Aborigines and supporting whites 
have been campaigning strongly in the 
last two years for such “land rights.” 
There are 30,000 aborigines in New 
South Wales and about 5,000 of them 
live on the reserves. These range from 
one to 1,300 acres and are scattered 
over the state. Living conditions on 
them range from floorless tin sheds 
down by the river to modern sewered 
cottages built by the state housing 
commission. 
The people might farm the reserves, 
graze cattle work in nearby towns, or 
live on social service benefits. One 
reserve beside a highway has a 
profitable

with 
boomerangs and didgeridoos made on 
the premises.

Promising leukemia 
treatment under test

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Three 
medical researchers at Ohio State 
University believes that blood cells of 
leukemia patients can be taught to 
recognize and defeat the disease. 
Leukemia — som etim es called 
cancer of the blood — is incurable at 
the present time. Sometimes it can be 
controlled. 
“Laboratory tests have shown that a 
patient’s immunity to leukemia can be 
greatly increased by treatment with 
substances from the blood of persons 
who have had contacts with patients 
and resisted infection,” said Dr. 
Stanley P. Balcerzak. 
Dr. Balcerzak, head of the meatology 
division of the Ohio State University 
Department of Medicine, has been 
doing leukemia research with Dr. 
Albert F. Logublio and Dr. Earl N. 
Metz. 
“If we’re right,” said Dr. Balcerzak, 
“it would 
be a 
very 
promising 
development.” 
Leukemia victims have too many 
white blood cells. They suffer bleeding, 
anemia and low resistance to in­ 
fections. The disease is generally fatal. 
The substance which appears to 
carry immunity from one person to 
another, said Dr. Balcerzak, is called 
the “transfer factor.” He said research 
scientists have been familiar with its 
existence for a number of years, but 
still do not know exactly what it is. 
Studies on patients already have 
begun, Dr. Balcerzak said, but will be 
at least five years before the Ohio State 
team will know if the transfer factor 
does the same thing in the patients’ 
bodies as it does in the test tube. 
Leukemia patients might not be the 
only beneficiaries. Balcerzak said the 
transfer factor, extracted from blood 
cells called leukocytes, carries the 
donor’s immunity to “a great variety of 
invaders,” including most types of 
cancer. 
Balcerzak 
said 
the 
available 
evidence strongly indicated that 
leukemia is a viral disease, and 
patients contract it largely because 


the 


the 


their leukocytes fail to reconize 
disease in time to eliminate it. 
The leukocytes are one of 
bloodstream’s defenses against in­ 
fection and “a very important defense 
m echanism 
against 
cancer,” 
Balcerzak said. 
In the OSU tests, researchers located 
persons who had been in contact with 
leukemia 
patients 
and 
whose 
leukocytes, when exposed to the 
patients’ diseased tissue, moved 
quickly to eliminate the threat as if 
they had been exposed to it before. 
The patients’ own leukocytes, which, 
of course, had been exposed to the 
disease, continued to react sluggishly 
to the disease when exposed a second 
time. 
But, Balcerzak said, when “transfer 
factor” from the resistant person’s 
blood 
was added to a 
patient’s 
leukocytes, they suddenly were able to 
react instantly when exposed to 
leukemia. 
In continuing tests on patients, the 
Ohio State trio hope to find out if this 
heightened sensitivity would be enough 
to wipe out leukemia in the body of a 
person who already had it. 
Currently, the doctors use con­ 
ventional treatments until the disease 
is under control, then add the resistant 
transfer factor to see if it can finish the 
job. 


Fine marble deposits found

SIDNEY (AP) — Marble deposits 
found in Western Australia could be 
finer than any quarried in Italy since 
the days of Michelangelo according to 
an Italian marble expert, Dr. Vincenzo 
Zacca. 
He was in Australia to complete 
negotiations to supply Kinetic Mining 
Ltd. with quarrying equipment. 
Dr. Zacca said the white marble 
found near Ashburton by Kinetic 
“equals or exceeds the quality of any 
other marble found in the world 
today.”

OTTAWA (AP) — Interpol, 
the International Criminal 
Police Organization, has been 
tracking down international 
smugglers, counterfeiters and 
killers for nearly half a cen­ 
tury. 
But its function is over­ 
dramatized 
and 
misun­ 
derstood by the public, says 
the first Canadian ever to lead 
the world agency which links 
police forces in 114 countries 
around the globe. 
Commissioner W. Leonard 
Higgitt of the Royal Canadian 
Mounted Police, the first non- 
European 
president 
of 
In­ 
terpol, says the colorful image 
that has grown up around the 
organization 
is 
both 
misleading 
and 
inaccurate. 
“Contrary 
to 
what 
the 
television series says, Interpol 
doesn’t have 
high-level 
in­ 
vestigators flying around the 
world. 
“There are none of these 
guys out making arrests, 
telephone calls from phone 
booths and so on. This is 
straight fiction.” 


INTERPOL itself has no 
investigators, although it does 
have an administrative staff 
of 
about 
150 
at 
its 
headquarters in 
St. 
Cloud, 
outside Paris. 
Investigative work, and a lot 
of it, is done for Interpol but it 
is carried out by police forces 
in member countries, none 
working under the label of 
Interpol. 
The agency exists to help 
countries 
hunt 
down 
in­ 
ternational lawbreakers and 
to advance law enforcement 
within participating countries, 
particularly smaller and less- 
developed nations. 
Commissioner 
Higgitt, 
elected 
president last Sep­ 
tember at the annual Interpol 
general assembly in Frank­ 
furt, 
Germany, 
said 
he 
regards the agency as one of 
the finest world bodies in 
existence. 
Day-to-day 
Interpol 
operations are run by a 
general secretariat under 
direction of 
a 
secretary- 
general.

The second restricts the 
obligations of each country to 
matters covered in its own 
legal system. 
But the constitution does 
demand a response from the 
National Central Bureau in 
each country when a request 
is made, ensuring that no 
matters get shuffled aside. 


COMMISSIONER 
Higgitt 
said Interpol has become a 
powerful 
weapon 
against 
international crime since it 
was found in 1923. 
Although it deals with all 
law enforcement matters of 
an international nature, the 
narcotics trade has emerged 
as its biggest single concern. 
interpol has accumulated a 
wealth of knowledge over the 
years on narcotics production, 
illegal manufacturing and 
smuggling routes and may 
finally be “coming to grips” 
with 
the 
situation, 
Com­ 
missioner Higgitt said.

Anemia has always been a diffuse 
classification into which many symp­ 
toms would be lumped without real 
medical justification. 
There should be no guesswork about 
anemia because the number of red 
blood cells that circulate in the blood 
stream can be accurately counted. 
Deficiencies, therefore, can be readily 
recognized and measured. 
A few facts about, the blood might 
give a better comprehension of the 
total picture of anemia. 
The normal number of red blood cells 
in a cubic millimeter of blood is about 5 
million in men and about 4M> million in 
women. 
The red blood cells are normally 
manufactured in the bone marrow and 
are constantly being replenished. 
Each red Wood cells lasts about two 
or three months and then, having 
exhausted its function, is destroyed in 
the spleen. 
Under the microscope, the size and 
the shape of the red blood cells are 
indicative of their health. 
The amount of hemoglobin carried 
bv these cells is one indicator of the 


types of anemia. 
When anemia is suspected, many 
intricate studies can establish a 
diagnosis and point the way for a 
cure. 
A sudden loss of blood can, of course, 
produce an anemia which can be 
rectified by a replacement of that 
blood. 
Some anemias are due to an 
inadequate production of the blood 
cells. Some chronic diseases of the 
intestinal tract, for example, may be 
responsible for anemia. 
Iron plays an important role in 
anemia. Diets with inadequate iron 
content or the inability of the body to 
absorb iron can be responsible for 
anemia. 
Pernicious anemia is caused by 
deficiency of a special 
“intrinsic 
factor” in the stomach juices. 
A special type of anemia is caused by 
the failure of the blood marrow to 
replenish red blood cells. 
Similarly, there are some diseases 
that tend to destroy red blood cells, 
leaving an inadequate amount in the 
blood stream. 
These facts are but a fraction of the 
many others involved in the total story 
of anemia. 
The homemade label of “anemia” 
has no validity. It must not be used to 
explain away fatigue, listlessness, 
irritability, lack of appetite, frequency 
of colds, poor concentration and the 
many vague symptoms of daily living.

The guy that in­ 
vented the flashbulb’ 
surely made it easier 
for photographers. He figured that if 
you could bottle Coke you should be 
able to bottle light, and he did it. In the 
early days the lamps were quite large 
and filled with metal foil. I remember 
back in the early days of flashbulbs Rip 
Van Winkle and a friend went to 
Columbus to get a big case of these new 
“bottles of light.” Then they boarded a 
streetcar carrying this big box of 
lamps and seated themselves right 
over the transformer. When the car 
started up smoke poured from the 
carton. By induction all the lamps had 
been fired. 
Did you ever slide across the seat of 
the car with a sleeve of flashlamps in 
your bund. Startling when they all fire 
at once in your hand. And don’t carry 
cases of flashlamps while wearing a 
wool sweater. But those same lamps 
get quite obstinate when they are 
supposed to fire in your camera. It 
doesn’t take much to fire the batteries 
out every few months and wiping them 
off with a rough cloth. We have little 
spray gun that helps much to keep the 
contacts clean. Many photographers 
carry one of these little sprays in their 
gadget bag. 
So then Kodak and Sylvania came 
out with the Magicube. It doesn’t fire 
by electric current. 
There’s a 
mechanical connection. 
By this time the cameras are so 
small and the cubes are so small that 
the light source is quite close to the 
lens.

Ruckelshaus said at a news con­ 
ference that the proposal to limit

The EPA had no alternative under 
the Clean Air Act of 1970 but to propose 
a plan to meet the 1977 air standard for 
hydrocarbons, he said.
